890 A FINE PAIR OF SAXON WHEEL-LOCK PISTOLS, dated 1610, the 
breeches bearing the initials of Georg Gessler, enclosing his poingon 
(Stoeckel 431), the copper gilt wheel covers engraved with foliage, the 
stocks, initialled FF and with the arms of Saxony and the Deutsches 
Ritter Order, inlaid with roundels of mother-o’-pearl, and with fluted 
pear-shaped pommels bound in silver gilt, 294in., early 17th Century (2)

Georg Gessler, of Dresden, is recorded as living in the 
Grosse Fischerstrasse from the 6th November, 1607, until 
1629. He died in Strasbourg. Stoeckel lists the variations 
of his initials from 1608 to 1610, nos. 432 and 434. A pistol 
dated 1611 is at Schloss Skokloster, Sweden 


The stock maker’s initials FF (Stoeckel C2478) appear on 
examples in the Museé de l’Arme, Paris, and in the 
Tojhusmuseet, Copenhagen 


A very similar pair, formerly in the Offerman Collection 
was sold in New York, Parke-Bernet, 11th November, 
1937, lot 356.

90 A RARE BRUNSWICK WHEEL-LOCK PISTOL, the barrel octagonal at 
the breech, dated 1560, initialled PS, and bearing the Nuremberg control 
mark (Stoeckel D5349), the brass lock cover chased with the arms of 
Brunswick above the interlaced initials IH, the stock inlaid with panels 
of bone, engraved with Adam and Eve behind the tang and with trailing 
tendrils covering the remainder, faceted ball butt en suite, stamped with 
an armoury mark, no. 28, 244in., 16th Century 

** The interlaced initials under the arms of Brunswick and 
the inlaid decoration suggest that the present pistol was 
made to commemorate the wedding of Julius Duke of 

Brunswick and Luneburg and Hedwig of Brandenberg at 

Berlin on 25th February, 1560. A suit of armour from the ~ 

series, also made for this occasion, was sold in these rooms 

4th May, 1964, lot 175. Five others were in the loan
